THe Get ToGEeTHEer Cvs, a live 
New York City organization, recently dis- 
cussed at length the industrial betterment 
of the employed, and a number of lead- 
ing manufacturers told them what they 
did in this line. H. A. Sherwin, of the Sherwin- 
Williams Paint &, Varnish Co., Cleveland, Ohio, told 
what his company did along this line. 

He said that his company had found it worth while 
to furnish each man in the factory with a complete 
change of clean clothing, for use in the factory each 
day. There is also a laundry where employes can have 
their underclothing washed free. Since these meas- 
ures have been instituted, he said, the output of the 
factory has been increased more than enough to pay 
for the cost of the change. .Men formerly did not work 
in the dry color room for more than a month before 
they were driven out by lead poisoning. Now they 
stayed there indefinitely without harm unless, as about 
one man in twenty did, they disobeyed the rules about 
cleanliness. A free hot dish is furnished to the em- 
ployes every day in the factory lunchroom. If that is 
not enough for them, they can buy extra dishes or bring 
extra dishes from home. There is a convention of home 
and foreign employes every year, with a ball and out- 
ing, and every employe gets a turkey and a quart of 
cranberries at Thanksgiving. These things are done, 
the speaker said, not out of charity, but out of friend- 
ship, and yield a substantial profit. There is also a 
system of rewards for those who suggest useful im- 
provements in the business. 

J. M. Cornell, of the J. B. & J. M. Cornell Iron 
Works, told of some of the ideas that firm is putting 
into its plant at Cold Spring. The firm has 1,250 
employes. The company moved to Cold Spring, Mr. 
Cornell said, so that the company might better put into 
operation its plans for the comfort of its employes. 
Coa] and flour are sold to the men at wholesale prices,

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but no “store orders” are allowed. A man may buy 
where he pleases, but he can buy better and cheaper of 
the company than anywhere else. The best residence 
in the village was acquired by the firm and converted 
into a hotel for the men who did not want to move 
their families out of New York. Mr. Cornell said that 
he went to the _Inn—as he called it—every little while 
for a meal without giving notice, just to see how the 
place was kept up. It was good enough for him, and 
the men said that it was good enough for them. Its 
name is the Iron Inn. Hundreds of cottages have been 
built, and are rented to the men at an annual profit of 
10 per cent, “5 per cent in cash,” Mr. Cornell said. 
“and the rest in cheerfulness and loyalty.” Pictures 
of the houses were shown. They looked more substan- 
tial than most suburban cottages and much more com- 
fortable. 

This work is in line with that done by the Natural 
Food Co., Niagara Falls, N. Y., as shown by the fol- 
lowing extract from the Wage Earner of recent date, 
said extract being from an interview with the manager 
of this company: 

“We will incorporate in the building a number of 
bathrooms fitted up regardless of expense. They will 
be the finest that money can buy. White marble parti- 
tions will be used and none but the best equipments 
will be admitted. Every employe of the company will 
be given two or three baths a week on the company’s 
time. Cisterns will be provided with a capacity of 
150,000 gallons and soft water will be supplied at all 
times for washing purposes. These plumbing arrange- 
ments will cost $25,000. We could get them done for 
$5,000. 

“There will be individual wash-basins, and all of 
the drinking water will be sterilized. No stuffy cor- 
ner with a zinc wash-basin out of which all the em- 
ployes get their drinking water and their washing water 
will be tolerated. On every floor will be a number of 
water-tanks, ice-cooled, clean, and as good as money 
can buy. We want out employes to be healthy, and we 
can’t do it by feeding them typhoid fever. 

“Every wall will be finished in white Keene ce- 
ment. All of the beams will be painted with enamel. 
If the walls get soiled, you can turn the hose on them 
and wash them. There will be no lodging places for 
germs to reproduce in. There will be individual lock- 
ers in which employes may hang their clothes. These 
will be of the open, well-ventilated variety. Each fe- 
male employe will be given plenty of aprons, caps, wrist- 
lets and other outer articles of clothing, all at the 
company’s expense. This. will impart an additional air 
of neatness and uniformity to the plant.” 

There are quite a number of manufacturers whose 
idea as to the attention that should be paid to sanita- 
tion in an industrial plant is not quite as philanthropic 
as that of the men behind the Natural Food Co. 

Ice-cold sterilized drinking water, soft water for 
washing, three baths a week on the company’s time, 
antiseptic walls, individual lockers, free aprons, free 
caps, free wristlets, etc., all this is in marked contrast 
with the stingy and unsanitary conditions too often 
prevalent.

Then again, I don’t see how a paper which must know 
the sentiment of retail hardware dealers in regards to 
catalogue houses from the copies of other trade papers 
it has seen while getting its hardware associa- 
tion convention reports, would have the “nerve” to 
wantonly violate that sentiment by allowing a cata- 
logue house advertisement to appear in its columns. I 
wonder how many orders this advertisement will bring 
Sears-Roebuck & Co.? Will they write a testimonial 
stating the number of nice orders they have secured 
from the aforesaid advertisement? Well, there’s no 
telling what will happen in this queer world of ours.

One day’s mail received by Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
Chicago, amounted 1o 59,500 letters not so very many 
moons ago. No wonder the clerks for these supply 
houses have to work days and nights and Sundays, and 
still there are thousands of retail hardware dealers who

going to help them any.”

Out in Arizona one editor, before calling his con- 
temporary a skunk, horsethief or Lovelace, goes out on 
the prairie and practices hitting cacti bushes with his 
seven-shooter.

After a hard week’s work in most disagreeable 
weather, when every dne feels somewhat on the ragged 
edge, because the farmer is barred out by the muddy 
roads, you make an extra run of 30 or 40 miles to get a 
comfortable Sunday hotel, which, it is said, the Bloom- 
ing-eye-town does not furnish, and then bump up against 
an overgrown tavern, in full kindergarten swing, with 
innumerable little Lord Fauntleroys, who should have 
been sent to the tonsorial artists years ago, you feel 
somewhat like the fellow who bought a brick. 


POOR HOTELS. 


Such, however is the lot of a commercial tourist. 
He is often held up and robbed, given 35 cents’ worth 
of sufferance (called accommodations) and held up 
for a cool dollar and a half, and the world goes on. Not 
all hotels are bad. Some of them could not be worse, 
and a whole lot could be much better and not half try. 
They could keep the office clean and wholesome with 
paint and fresh air and exclusion of loafers and loung- 
ers, the wash room tidy by soap and slight attention. 
It’s not likely they will do so so long as they can bleed 
the C. T., and that will continue until states begin to 
legislate for the protection of the guest. 


LANDLORDS BOOM SALE OF PEPSIN DROPS. 

There is no state without some law passed in the 
interest and for the protection of inn keepers, “hotel 
men,” but not a single effort made for the protection 
of the other fellow. What state will pass the first law? 
What state legislator will introduce the bill compelling 
the hotel man’s giving the traveler at least one dollar’s 
worth of clean, comfortable lodging and meals for the 
two dollars of his or his firm’s money? There would 
be less of protest, less of dyspeptic discontent, less of 
pepsin drops and doctor bills if the landlord was com- 
pelled to render a half measure of service for the pay 
extorted. 

ANTE AS A SOLON. 


When I become a state representative it shall be 
my firstaimand duty to try to secure, in my state at least, 
some measure of protection for the man who is com- 
pelled to take his life in his own hands by stopping at 
these modern caravansarys called hotels.

of past ages, queer animals may live, breed and die far 
from the light of day; some one may yet climb the 
north pole, greasing the ways as he slides down; some 
expert may yet bring us in touch and converse with 
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Mars, but I am more concerned about problems nearer 
home, how the commercial traveler, for himself and his 
house is to get a measure of relief from these mythical 
mountebanks called hotel keepers. 

LIVING ON $2.50 PER. 

Some other clever fellow raises the question, how 
is a young girl who quits grammar school at 15 years 
of age to earn a living at a wage scale of $2.50 per week? 
Starting with a credit of $130 for wages he figures an 
expense account made up of various items, the prin- 
cipal ones being dresses, $40 ; shoes, $12 ; hat pins, stick 
pins, belts, $5; car fares, $32; amusements, $10; Sun- 
dry other items, $40.05, a total of $139.05, and no pro- 
visions for board. Even presuming the young girl lives 
at home, board free, he asks the question, how can she 
live? 

AS FIGURED OUT BY THE DEPARTMENT STORE MANAGERS. 

Now, how much trouble he would have saved him- 
self if he had gone down to the great department store 
manager, the man who hires the help. He has it all 
figured out. She needs no amusement; car fare she can 
save by walking, her best fellow will provide dresses, 
shoes, stick pins and sich. The manager knows how 
those are provided for as well as all the other little in- 
cidentals; its as easy as an old shoe, and morals be 
d——d. 

MONEY GRUBBING. 

Every great, big corporate concern, trust or monop- 
oly knows how to figure all these things out with a 
balance piled mountains high with sin and vice. 

He don’t care whether they dig treasurers from the 
deep, deep sea and place them on exhibition in Athens 
or in Hades.

A specimen of their attractive steel ranges is found in 
the Columbia M. & D. steel range. This range is built 
from heavy steel plate and the very best gray zast iron. 
The ovens are large, ventilated and square, and well 
braced to prevent warping. The oven doors are poised 
and correctly balanced. The main back flue is cast iron 
and is so rounded that it is almost self-cleaning. The 
Columbia is bolted to a heavy ventilated cast iron base, 
reaching all around the range. The oven doors are asbes- 
tos lined, to secure the retention of heat in the oven.

The cuts are very clever, and there 
is a snap and, what might be designated as a rhythm, 
to the advertisement that insures its being read. Then, 
too, a manual for housekeepers, containing 200 new and 
original recipes by such masters of twentieth century 
cooking as Marion Harland, Mrs. M. J. Lincoln, Mrs. 
J. McK. Hill, Mrs. Helen Armstrong, M. L. Clarke and 
E. M. Colling is certainly an object that housekeepers 
will desire and will write for. 

This is, of course, an advertisement to reach the 
consumer to help the dealer sell these ranges, and we 
might offer the suggestion that in our opinion that 
dealers handling the Jewel gas range could do some 
very effective advertising as follows: The Saturday 
Evening Post is a very readable magazine, containing 
high-class stories by the best writers, business talks by 
captains of industry, crisp anecdotes, handsome wash 
drawings, etc. As it retails for 5 cents a copy a dealer 
should have no trouble in securing 200 for $5 or 500 
for $12.50. A rubber stamp costing 50 or 75 cents 
could be made bearing the words, “John Jones, Hard- 
ware Dealer, 85 Blank St., sells the Jewel gas range.

PAYING FOR SKILL. 


A. B. 100. 








In looking over a recent number of the Cycle Age 
we find this query: 

“Supposing a man should come into the shop with 
some such job as straightening a bent crank, which 
requires more skill than time to accomplish, wait for it 
and then kick on paying a fair price because so little 
time had been spent—what would you do?” 

Analogous situations occur in almost every tinshop, 
and the question presents itself as a natural topic for 
discussion by tinners. What do you do when a man 
kicks on the price of a job which requires more skill 
than time? 

Returning to the Cycle Age and we find this query 
is answered by five correspondents as follows: 

“A” says: “It depends much who the man is. But 
we think the best way is to have the shop so arranged 
that they do not see you do the work. We find that 
there is not a day goes by during the season that we 
cannot make more and satisfy better at the same time 
by keeping people from the shop. As a rule we keep a 
man waiting much longer than is necessary for the work, 
so as to give him the impression that it takes longer.” 

“B” says: “In answer to the above question, I 
would let the gentleman kick, take his money and treat 
him like a gentleman.” 

“C” says: “Make him pay.” 

“D” says: “We try to put him off for a short time, 
stating that there is some work ahead and that he 
should come again within a certain time. One case we 
got around all right by giving our customer a Cycle Age 
to read, and while he became interested in its contents 
he consumed more time than he thought, and we made 
the repair without his notice.” 

“E” says: “I would tell him that if he had no 
money to pay I would do the job for nothing. But if 
he had the price I would let him kick.” 

Most tinners, as said before, have to face this ques- 
tion of securing adequate payment for skill, and the 
wisdom of these five methods of meeting this topic 
should prove a fruitful subject for earnest discussion. 

“A” is probably right in arranging his shop so 
that customers cannot see him work, but is his course in 
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keeping a man waiting much longer than necessary 
advisable or inadvisable? 

“B,” “C” and “E’ evidently believe in securing 
adequate payment for mechanical skill, while “D” cer- 
tainly treats the kicker diplomatically. 

What has the experience of our readers been in 
this matter?

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HEATING BY INSIDE AND OUTSIDE AIR. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Having waited some time to hear from the advo- 
cates of inside air circulation, and as they are rather 
backward to come out and give their views on the sub- 
ject, I will again take up my pen in regard to the heat- 
ing question. I would like very much to hear from some 
more advocates of inside air, and give us their method 
and reasons for same. I have talked with quite a num- 
ber of men that use inside air circulation entirely, and 
after pinning them down to the last point the only real 
argument they have to offer is, there might be a small 
saving of fuel. I have had men come at me like this: 
Why, you can get all the fresh air you need through 
crevices of the windows and through the doors when 
they are opened. Now stop for a moment and think. 
If you will use common sense you can plainly see where 
this will be a failure. Take, for example, a room 10x 
10x10 feet, with a hot air pipe leading from furnace 
to room, also a return pipe of same size carried back 
to furnace. Now we will say that this room is a perfect 
vacuum, or, in other words, there is not a partical of air 
in the room. Now start a fire in the furnace. There 
will be no circulation. Take and make a slight open- 
ing in the outside wall, and the air will begin to enter 
the room. Just the moment the air begins to enter 
you will have a circulation, and will continue. But how 
long will you have fresh air? You will have it just as 
long as the air enters the opening made in the outside 
wall. Just as soon as that room is full of air it will 
cease to enter. Everybody knows that a room will hold 
only a certain amount of air. Of course, when it is full 
you still have the circulation, but you are heating the 
same foul air over and over. But some say have a vent 
and exhaust the foul air and bring fresh in at the doors 
and windows. As to this plan, is it not cheaper and 
better to bring the fresh in through the furnace and 
discharge it into the room already warmed than to bring 
it into the room cold and then try to warm it? 

As to my method of piping. I always make a 
peaked bonnet and take my pipes out of the side. 
I never use an angle off of furnace. I cut my collars 
and make a straight run to register. I make my elbows 
of four pieces and avoid all friction possible. I also 
make all my first floor register boxes from round to rect- 
angle, for the following reasons: It leaves a straight, 
smooth surface and gives the air a chance to spread 
and flow through the register at all points evenly, also 
it takes one-third less time to make them, also less 
stock. I can make a 10x14 register box from one sheet 
of 20x28 tin, or a 12x15 box from one sheet of 20x3214 
tin, complete. 

In this style of box you do not have the square 
corners to form and eddy and check the flow of air, as 
in the old style of box. 
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In my next article I will give you my method of 
figuring capacity of rooms, locating and extending sizes 
of registers, etc. I like Mr. McDonald’s letters in last 
issue very much, and hope to hear more from him in the 
near future. Also let us hear from more of the boys.

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Trade Report. 








BRADSTREETS’ ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation. 

It is hard to see how Chicago iron steel trade con- 
ditions could be improved from the standpoint of the 
seller, demand is large, prices are strong and in raw 
and finished lines the outlook is very satisfactory ; price 
advances have been largely confined to finished prod- 
ucts. The features being an advance of $2 per ton in 
plates at Chicago and of $4 in steel hoop prices at 
Pittsburg. Southern Iron is strong and the chapge in 
this branch of the trade is well illustrated by the fact 
that some old export orders are being shipped at a price 
$4 per ton lower than those now ruling. Iron ore rates 
have not yet been announced, but contracts in Bes- 
semer pig ore being made freely for delivery 
two or three months ahead. Western bar, billet and rod 
manufacturers are booked so far ahead that they are 
practically out of the market, and eastern manufac- 
turers are considering advances. Western agricultural 
implement men complain of tardy deliveries, which is, 
however, largely true of the trade as a whole, and some 
manufacturers are buying as far ahead as December 
next. The activity in heavy and light hardware prev- 
iously noted continues, and a number of advances in 
price of these and enameled and tin ware are reported. 





WIRE NAILS. 

The demand for wire nails is very brisk. Vaguely 
rumored advances in price have not materialized. . Car- 
load lots are quoted at $2.45, and smaller quantities are 
10¢ additional. 





CUT NAILS. 
Cut nails are quoted at $2.35 in small lots from 
stock. 





BARB WIRE. 

Barb wire is in terrific demand. Carload lots are 
listed at $2.75 for painted, with smaller quantities at 
$2.85. Galvanized barb wire is $3.05 in carload lots, 
and 10c additional for smaller quantities. 





BARS. 

The demand for bars is not quite so brisk since the 
advance. There were large and important transactions 
for needs running well through the year, when iron and 
steel were around 1.50 to 1.55c, but the further rise 
has taken the edge off the demand. This may be well 
for the stability of prices, for the mills are so comfort- 
ably situated in the matter of well filled order books 
that they are not seeking additional business. Steel 

s stronger at 1.65c¢ and iron is also higher at 1.60c, 
‘hough. that figure may possibly still be shaded by a few 
mills. The store trade in bars is particularly good, 
‘wing to the difficulty in obtaining prompt shipment 
rom mill. 





PLATES. 

An excellent inquiry for plates continues, the de- 
mand coming from all branches of the trade. For early 
shipment stocks are difficult to obtain. We quote as fol- 
lows: Mill shipment, Chicago delivery, tank steel, 
1.65c; flange steel, 1.75c; marine steel, 1.85c; fire-box 
steel, ordinary, 1.85c; fire-box, special, 2.25c and up- 
wards. 





BILLETS. 
There is demand but no supply and the market re- 
mains nominally unchanged at about $26 for Bessemer. 





SHEETS. 

For both black and galvanized sheets the call is 
persistent. Especially is the demand good for the lat- 
ter. Building operations will soon be in progress and a 
large tonnage of galvanized is needed. Mills are over- 
crowded with orders and shipments are backward. No. 
27 black is quoted at 3.40c from mill and galvanized is 
held at 70, 5 and 2% per cent Chicago. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

There is no let up in the needs of consuming manu- 
facturers, who are steady inquirers, sometimes getting 
what they want, often catching only promises to be 
treated in the best manner possible consistent with 
the heavy duty imposed upon the mills. Price mill ship- 
ment are very firm, as follows, Chicago delivery: 
Smooth finished tire steel, 1.90c to 1.95c; open hearth 
spring steel, 2.50c to 2.75c; toe calk, 2.40c to 2.55c; 
sleigh shoe, 1.80c to 1.90c; cutter shoe, 2.40¢ to 2.55¢; 
ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; specials, 13c and upwards. 
Cold rolled shafting, 55 per cent discount. 





TACKS. 

Tacks, being seasonable goods, are in very good de- 
mand. Prices have an upward tendency. Quotations 
run as follows: Upholsterers’ tacks, 90 and 40 per cent 
off; bill posters’ tacks, 90 and 40 per cent off; gimp 
tacks, 90 and 40 per cent off; S. S. cut tacks, 90 and 30 
per cent off; American cut tacks, 90 and 25 per cent 
off ; trimmers tacks, 90 and 30 per cent off; lace tacks, 
90 and 40 per cent off; looking glass tacks, 70 and 10 
per cent; Hungarian nails, 80 and 15 per cent; trunk 
and clout nails, 80 and 5 per cent.
